last good-by to parents, home and friends His hair is turning gray, but his eyes 


with troubled hearts, but 
who with troubled hearts, but never 
wavering love, had hoped on, never 
doubting that some time he would return 
to them. 


In all of his wanderings he kept his old 


latch key, and it would be hard to tell of 
the influence of that voiceless bit of 
metaL It was a talisman of nntold value. 
It meant an open door, and though led 
astray by bad habits and wild compan- 
ions, each look at that key riveted the 
chain he could not break.

KILLING BAD ODORS. 


Albert White, the keeper of the city 


morgue, was discussing the death of 
Joseph Fogarty, for several years the 
assistant keeper, and was indignantly 
denying the widely credited report that 
constant intercourse with the bodies of 
the dead had evil effects upon the health 
of the living. 


"I have employed hundreds of men 


and women here," continued the keeper, 
"since I have had charge of this depart- 
ment, and have never yet had one die 
from the effects of handling dead todies 
or being constantly among them. Some 
have died, it is true, but they have only 
themselves to blame for it. I have had 
seven assistant keepers. Fogarty was 
the last. My first assistant was the 
only man who contracted a disease here, 
and I am not quite sure that this is the 
place he caught it. One day he came 
down with smallpox, though we never 
had a case of smallpox in the building 
to our knowledge. He recovered and is 
now an attendant in the City Insane 
asylum. Fogarty died from heart dis- 
ease. He was born with it. Why, every 
week during the college sessions for 
years Dr. Janeway would have Joe go 
up before his class for examination. 
He had a triple murmuring of the heart, 
so he called it, and he was one of the 
only cases ever known, When he had 
his leg taken off there was a consulta- 
tion of twenty or thirty big doctors to 
decide whether they would give him 
ether or not. They concluded he would 
die if they didn't, and so they gave it to 
him and he recovered." 


As the keeper talked the wind shifted 


to the east and the breeze that brought 
miniature white caps to the waves that 
[ashed under the city dead house also 
arried into the office a faint odor from 
tie long, low room that extends over the 
river and where the bodies are kept. 


"Smell that odor?" went on Mr. White, 
browing wide open the door. "Well, 
hat's all we ever get, and there's noth- 
ing unhealthy in that It's not alto- 
;ether pleasant, I know, but if you didn't 
mow what it came from you'd hardly 
notice it. We pack the bodies in red 
^arborate of lime. That absorbs the ani- 
mal moisture. Then we keep the stone 
loor always wet. That carries off the 
dor as fast as it is made. That is the 
way we manage to keep healthy." 


"But isn't work in the morgue calcu- 


ated to affect a man's mind more than 
t does his body?" 


'Why should it anymore than the 


work of an undertaker? Look at me," 
rejoined the keeper with a touch of par- 
donable pride in his tones. "I think my 
mind is as healthy as most men's, and 
:'ve spent most a lifetime here. After 
a man's used to the work there is noth- 
ng excessively unpleasant about it. 
NO KEEPER EVER COMMITTED SUICIDE. 
'I have never had a helper go insane, 


t doesn't affect their moral natures in 
he least so far as I can find out. I never 
;new it to affect any one's particularly. 
We never had a helper commit suicide, 
and I never knew of a man's killing 
limself in or near the morgue. 


Do you have any trouble in getting 


helpers?" 


I can get more than I need. There 


are always a dozen or more applications 
han there are vacancies, and when I 
discharge a man I am overrun with ap- 
plications within twenty-four hours. No, 
I tell you, the morgue is a healthy place 
o work in, public opinion to the con- 
;rary notwithstanding, and a man who 
akes care of himself can live here as 
ong as he can anywhere," 


The lato Dr. Frank H. Hamilton, who 


won a national reputation during the 
fatal illness of President Garfield, agreed 
with Mr. White hi every particular, and 
even went farther. 


'The effects of a rank growth of vege- 


tation," wrote the doctor, "are much 
more pernicious to human life and health 
than the decay of animal structures. In 
the great Parisian slaughter houses, 
especially Montfaucon, where annually 
are brought 10,000 to 13,000 dead, dying 
or worn out horses, dog*, cats and other 
domestic animals, every portion of whose 
bodies was there worked over and used 
up for various economic purposes, the 
workmen enjoy as good health as the 
same class of laborers in any other occu-

A SOUTHERN LADY'S METHOD OF 


BRINGING UP THE YOUNG. 


She Easily Explained What Was So Mya- 


Urlotu to All Her Acquaintance*—Char- 
ley Waa » Good Boy Simply Because 
He Wasn't Preached To. 


Mankind is rendered more or less misera- 


ble by the enfant terrible. Bad children 
swarm all over tbe land, and it is an open 
secret that persons in search of peace and 
harmony refuse to buy homes on blocks in- 
habited by little people, and make their ab- 
sence a positive consideration in flat and 
hotel life. 
Something is radically wrong, 


and after meeting Charley Brown and his 
clever mamma at the seashore, one house- 
hold at least became convinced tbe trouble 
all lies in faulty maternal management. 


Charley was just turning 6 yean old, 


with the brightest baby face and manliest 
figure in white flannels one could find ia 
riding from the southern end of Mississippi 
all the way up to its far northeast corner. Be 
had never brother or sister to share dominion 
In tbe hearts of a group of adoring relatives, 
and by. the canons of infantile spoliation, 
ought to have been an insufferable nuisance 
before cutting his pretty white teeth. But 
when fortune placed the young man atsucb 
a sad moral disadvantage she made thing! 
tolerably even by giving him by all odds the 
wisest of mothers. 


WATCHEfQ THB SJOT. 


Mrs. Brown never posed as the ideal 


mamma. Indeed, of all the people she would 
have been most surprised had any one told 
her of her differences from the ordinary run 
of mankind. Rather shy than otherwise, 
with no professed mission in life, she was ut- 
terly unconscious of illustrating the lost art 
of combining sugary goodness with unalloyed 
happiness in the career of one small, healthy 
boy. 


At first, when strangers met him, they 


simply believed Charley had been better 
coached than the majority in maintaining 
bis company manners. Never for a moment 
did they credit bis uniform gayety, sweet- 
ness and good breeding as every day facts.

"No," the judicious lit- 
tle mother replied, "it is not that, but, you 
see, I have raised my boy not to need it," 
Begged, for the sake of a couple of anxious 
hearted young matrons sitting near, to ex- 
press her views on the perplexing question, 
she continued: 


"A long time ago, when a girl growing 


up, I noticed how constantly parents fretted 
their children by that utterly hateful of all 
nursery words, 'Don't.' You are all kind 
enough to call my Charley a paragon of 
goodness, and he is a dear little monkey, 
but, believe me, the principal cause of his 
amiability and obedience ia that he ia never 
corrected byword or look save under ex- 
treme circumstances. For my part I doubt 
babies being born in sin and the children of 
wrath. We are the ones, then, who make 
them se. Look at a baby; its tiny fingers 
just as naturally reach out for a fluttering 
ribbon or convenient lock of hair as the 
dew falls from heaven, and yet right there 
the little hand is slapped and it first bears 
that odious 'Don't.' Now a child in proper 
environments does not do three things a day 
for which It should be reprimanded. If yon 
don't give useless orders, it will never dis- 
obey, 


"In fact, one-half of its misdemeanors are 


suggested by the maternal commands, like 
the proverbial children who put beans up 
their noses simply because their too prudent 
mother had issued hitherto undreamed of 
orders to the contrary. 


"I remember one day when Charley was a 


scrap of a child, this truth being borne in 
upon my mind by comparing the difference 
in wisdom, human and divine. There were 
over 100,000 of the chosen people in that wil- 
derness recently out of the bondage of slavery, 
and yet when Moses went up in tbe mountain 
to receive Jehovah's laws, he was given just 
ten commandments, the Lord laying down 
less than a dozen rules whereby the Israelites 
were charged for all time to live and die. 
Only the very gravest crimes were explicitly 
forbidden. 
It appeared divine judgment 


recognized the folly of overburdening frail 
humanity and curbing naturally healthy in- 
stincts, seeing with the powers of omnipotence 
that those who adhered in letter and spirit 
to the great laws would come out all right in 
lesser matters. It occurred to me then that 
with my baby I would strive after the Lord's 
brevity rather than the prolix rulings of 
Moses, who halt the time seemed to issue his 
orders, simply that the people might enjoy 
the fun of breaking them and being punished 
in consequence. My methods, aa yon all are 
pleased to dignify them, are simplicity itself. 
It begins and ends with banishing 'don't.' "—

Boiling of Potaulmn and Sodium. 


The boiling point*of potassium and sodium 


have been satisfactorily determined, by an 
English physicist by placing the metals in a 
hollow iron ball surrounded with a screen of 
fire clay and heated with a blow pipe. An 
aif thermometer was lowered Into the vapor 
of the boding metal, sealed and broken open 
under water, the temperature being then cal- 
culated from tbe volume of water forced into 
the bulb.

the owner, was at church. He said that when 
lie came home and found what bad been done 
lie chased the soulless imbecile clear across 
the township with a neck yoke, and if he'd a 
caught him he'd a kicked him to death with 
a hay tedder. 


So I let up on the corner and the market 


broke all to pieces. I am now feeding my 
lens on anything they like, same as I have 
been doing all summer. They, wander around 
the place and make their own selection, and 
if there is anything that I particularly don't 
want them to have, they use it for dessert. 
However, there are j ust two things in ag and 
poultri culture I would like to know: What 
Is good to put on land, and what is the best 
kind of feed to scatter about your estate to 
make your bens lay and poison your neigh-
